cabinet council, considering them from 
every point of view In order that the cab- 
inet might take a resolution thereon.

WASHINGTON SITUATION. 


Disposition of Leading Congressmen 


Not to Brook Much Delay. 


Washington, March 110.—Congress and 


the cabinet divided attention yesterday 
in the Spanish situation. In congress 
the feeling which b< gan to take form 
after th« president's pacillc message on 
the Maint- report was submitted found 
open expression in resolutions proposing 
a declaration of war, recognition of the 
independence of Cuba, armed interven- 
tion and other decisive and 
warlike 


steps against Spain, and in conference 
of Republicans having for their object 
the overruling of the speaker if nui:es- 
Bary to get prompt action. On the lloor 
in the cloak rooms, In the lobbies and in 
the corridors there was little else din- 
cussed than the Cuban situation and 
the Maine disaster. Constant and con- 
tinual conferences were held, and all 
recognized the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. 


On the house side it was apparent that 


the Republican majority could no longer 
be controlled by the conservative ele- 
ment led by the speaker. Groups of 
members in a state of excitement were 
to be seen on every hand. Members of 
the committee on foreign affairs dis- 
cussed plans and possible future pro- 
ceedings. It was generally acknowl- 
edged that a crisis was at hand, although 
some members thought that in a day or 
two the feeling would subside. Much 
depends upon the next few days. That 
congress will not long remain inactive 
if decided action is not taken by the 
administration is certain. It is also true 
that the talk of ah armistice 
caused 


0. great deal of ill-feeling. Among those 
e.nrious to secure prompt action and to 
a wait no further delay are Hopkins of 
Illinois and Tawney of Minnesota, mem- 
bers of the wayp and means committee; 
Jklercer of Nebraska, chairman of (.he 
committee on 
public buildings 
and 


grftunds: Hepburn of Iowa, chairman of 
the committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce, and Lorrimer and Graff of 
Illinois. Representative Lorrimer does 
not believe the house will wait more than 
48 hours before it will take some step 
looking to action immediate and direct 
in Its character, "I have talked with 
many Kepublicann in the past 24 hour*," 
he said, "and with two exceptions they 
were all for intervention or recognition 
of Independence.

The purpose and results of the Span- 


ish minister's talk w ith Judge Day are 
guarded with the usual secrecy that 
prevails tit the state department. In a 
general way. however. It Is said, it was 
productive of further expressions from 
high olticiaH: that the aspect continued 
pacific. It was learned that the last 
difference has disappeared as to Spain 
objecting to the dispatch of relief sup- 
plies by the United States government 
to Cuba. Spain has also expressed full 
willingness to allow the reconc-entrados 
to be assisted by agricultural imple- 
ments, etc.. or In any other way the 
I'nited States sees Fit to adopt, so long 
is it does not assume a form offensive 
to Spain by being carried In warships. 
Heyond this, however, the plants of set- 
tlement have taken a very wide range, 
and not one of them is yet reduced to 
such a concrete form that it gives prom- 
ise of acceptance by both governments. 
Hoth sides, it \x said by persons familiar 
with the negotiations, appear to be ani- 
mated by an earnest desire t*> avoid war 
by all honorable means, and for this 
reason every possible proposition 
or 


basis of adjustment is being fully can- 
vassed. There is high authority for 
saying, however, that the Spanish at- 
titude up to the present time has not 
been to consider either the Indepen- 
dence of Cuba, forcible intervention, or 
the sale of the island. 


A gentleman well acquainted with 


Spanish affairs points out that the talk 
of an armistice is out of the question, as 
Spain would never withdraw her forces 
in Cuba while the rebellious element 
was in arms. He said also that the 
statements 
published 
concerning 
a 


proposition for enlarged autonomy, to 
go into force immediately after the com- 
ing Cuban election, was not in fact un- 
der consideration, as the reported terms 
of this new autonomy are in detail cm- 
braced in the autonomy now about to be 
put into force-. 


There is little doubt that the French 


government is ready to lender its good 
olliees as mediator between the United 
States and Spain if any intimation IH 
conveyed by this country that such of- 
fices would be acceptable. Without such 
intimation it is doubtful whether France 
will take the initiative. In diplomatic 
circles it is pointed out that the interests 
of France, both material 
and 
senti- 


mental, favor an avoidance of war, A 
material reason is that France is pre- 
paring for the International exposition 
when the world's travel will be turned 
toward the French capital. It is said 
that war at Mich a time would be seri- 
ously prejudicial to this project. More- 
over. French citizens own many Spanish 
securities, so that any decline resulting' 
from war would fall largely on French 
capitalists. While those are important 
considerations for France, yet the ten- 
der of good olliees would be based solely 
on sentimental grounds, namely, on the 
friendship of France for both parties in 
this controversy. 


The army and navy departments con- 


tinued yesterday to show many evi- 
dences of activity, but there was not 
that extreme energy of preparation ap- 
parent la.st week. Captain Sigsbee had 
several talks with Secretary Long dur- 
ing the day, and the secretary accom- 
panied the captain to the White House 
and presented him to the 
president. 


Mr. l-.ong says that no determination 
has been reached thus far as to Captain 
Sigsbee's next assignment; but, as one 
of the high officials of the navy depart- 
ment remarked, the commander of the 
wrecked Maine can have about anything 
he wants. 


A board Is considering what should be 


done with the wreck of the Maine. At 
first it seemed possible to save some part 
of the ship, and certainly the big guns 
and turrets, but this Idea has been about 
given up. It is pro-bable that what re- 
mains of the wreck will be abandoned. 


The ordnance bureau is actively pre- 


paring for the armament of the yachts 
and tugs purchased by the navy and 


borrowed from the treasury depart- 
ment. On the tugs and yachts the ordT 
nance bureau will install such six pound-? 
ers as may be available, while the cut- 
ters will be manned with some four- 
inch and several six pounders, all of the 
rapid-fire class.
